W. F. Herxets, HuntTSsvILue, ALA. 

Deak Srz:—I send you this mail a 
small order for Oriental plums to place 
on my previous order for plums. Be 
sure to send them on Marianna roots, as 
peach is too tender here. 

IT hope you will get all the Japan plums, 
as I believe them the most promising new 
fruits for the past fifty years. They will 
usher in a new era in plum culture. 

I fruited the Burbank and Ogon to per- 
fection the past season, and the rest of 
the Japan trees look the best of any on 
my grounds, and made a finer growth 
this extremely dry season than any other 
sorts, so I shali try a few others. If you 
get any others not on your trade list I 
want to be the first to try them in this 
section, for if I can demonstrate their 
fitness for this climate I can increase your 
sale of trees, for I propagate no trees of 
any kind. Iam a dentist, and only put 
in spare time on my experimental ground. 
If you learn of new plums of value, either 
native or Japanese, let me know.

The Willard Plum. 


Mr S: D. Willard; of Geneva, N. Y-, 
reports having shipped his Willard plums 
to Philadelphia, about the 20th of July, 
where they sold at $1.00 per 10 lb. basket, 
the highest price he ever received for 
plums of any variety. This is another 
triumph for the Japanese plums. The 
season of ripening for the Willard is one 
month in advance of Abundance. 
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Preserving Fruit for Exhibition 
Purposes. 


The preservatives that have given the 
most satisfaction are sulphurous acid gas 
and bisulphite of soda. In preparing the 
former, many have met with disappoint- 
ment because of lack of experience, re- 
quired to make it uniformly, by not fol- 
lowing the details closely. To those con- 
templating the preparation of fruit sam- 
ples, I would advise to procure sulphurous 
acid, which can be obtained from whole- 
sale druggists in five-pound bottles at 35 
cents per pound. Two ounces of sulphur- 
ous acid to the gallon of water is the re- 
quired amount to preserve most fruits. 
In using the acid, better results will be 
obtained than by undertaking to make 
sulphurous acid gas, especially without 
some experience. I have found “commer- 
cial bisulphite” to contain s0 many im- 
purities and to deposit so much that I 
discontinued using the “commercial” alto- 
gether, and have substituted Merck’s Dry 
Pure Sodium Bisulphite, obtained from 
wholesale druggists in pound bottles, 
costing 65 cents per pound. In using 
pure sodium bisulphite the quantity re- 
quired is much less than of the ‘“commer- 
cial.” I use one-half ounce per gallon of 
water and add four ounces alcohol. The 
addition of alcohol prevents the fruit from 
bursting. Pure sodium bisulphite does 
not deposit, and the soluiton is applied to 
the fruit as soon as it is dissolved. To 
prevent floating particles from going into 
the jar, the solution should be passed 
through cloth or filtering paper. Great 
care must be used not to allow these acids 
to come in contact with metals of any 
kind. In using sulphurous acid, the best 
way is to place the fruit in the glass jar, 
which must be clean, and fill it with water. 
After leaving it stand a haif hour, to 
allow the air to escape, pour in the acid 
and cover immediately. 

In using bisulphite of soda, the requir- 
ed amount should be placed in the glass 
jar, a half pint of water poured on it, aud 
leave standing. The soda will svon dis- 
solve, then the jar is filled with water and 
the required amount of alcohol added. 
The solution is then passed into another 
jar through cloth or filtering paper, then 
poured on the fruit and covered imme- 
diately.—B. M. Lelong, Sec’y. Pacific Ru- 
ral Press. 


ADDITIONAL HINTS ON THIS SUBJEOT. 


Failure is sometime due to mineral 
matter in the water, which forms a chem- 
ical union with the sulphur or soda. To 
be sure of results distilled water should be 


used. Vegetable matter in solution can 
be destroyed by boiling the water. 

The fruit should be under ripe and 
gathered so as not to be in the least 
bruised. Before putting it in the fluid it 
should be thoroughly rinsed in clear water. 

It is necessary that the density of the 
fruit juice aud the preservative fluid 
should be the same, otherwise an exchange 
of the fluids takes place and the skin is 
broken. Glycerine is the only substance 
that can be satisfactorily used to increase 
the density of the fluid. Use three-quarters 
of an ounce, by measure, for each one per 
cent. of soluble matter in the fruit juice. 
Ripe fruit, according to Professor Hil- 
gard, has of such soluble matter as fol- 
lows: Apples and pears, 12 per cent.; 
plums, prunes, apricots and peaches, 10 
per cent.; cherries, 12 per cent.; berries, 
8 per cent.; grapes average 24 per cent. 

Put the fruit in the jars and pour the 
water on it, crossing the top fruit with a 
coupe of pieces of wood to keep it under 
the water, and then put on the stopper. 
Wait a few days until the fruit has ab- 
sorbed the water, and then replenish the 
water. Puta few drops of kerosene oil 
on top of the water; burn a little sulphur 
in the space above. If you use the muse- 
um jars, put a little glycerine on the rub- 
ber; screw down the top tightly. If you 
use a jar with a stopper, put a little var- 
nish on the stopper and seal with wax or 
paraffine.—E. W. Maslin, Sec. Cal. State 
Board of Trade. 


The Kieffer. 


It is unfortunate that the real merits of 
this fruit have been underestimated from 
the haste in which it is hurried to market 
in an immature condltion, and often be- 
fore it has attained proper size. When 
allowed to hang upon the tree until the 


beginning of October, and then carefully 
ripened in a cool dark room, there are 
few pears which are more attractive, and 
and in point of quality it combines ex- 
treme juiciness, with a sprightly sub-acid 
flavor and the peculiar aroma of the Bart- 
lett; it is then an excellent dessert fruit. 
As to its value as a market fruit, it com- 
mands on an average $1.00 per bushel 
when shipped in an immature stage, and 
is then considered a second-class cookiig 
fruit. If marketed after being house- 
ripened $3.00 per bushel has been realized 
if sold in quantities, and at retail it read- 
ily commands from 75 cents to $1.00 per 
dozen at the city fruit stands.—Florida 
Farm and Fruit grower.

We are making St. Louis, Mo., Cincin- 
nati, O., Rochester, N. Y., Philadelphia, 
Pa., and Fort Worth, Texas, distributing 
poins; and will deliver free of freight 
charges to transfer companies, at either 
of these places, all orders in ear lots, or in 
less than car lots, to be shipped from 
Huntsville on the dates named below: 

For St. Louis—Early shipments from 
September 20th to October 10th; late 
shipment from November Ist to Novem- 
ber 10th. 

For Cincinnati, Rochester, Philadelphia 
and Forth Worth—November Ist. 

The orders will be packed in Huntsville, 
and those for less than car lots will be 
combined to make up car lots and shipped 
to these points and distributed promptly 
to the various railroads centering there. 
This plan insures quick time and low 
freight rates. Orders for less than car 
lots must be boxed at Huntsville. .The 
price of boxes will be additional. 

This offer to deliver to distributing 
points free of freight chargas will not 
apply to less than car-lot orders, if ship- 
ment is required at other than the above 
named dates; but we will ship car-lot 
orders at any time after September 20th 
anywhere desired within the territory 
tributary to the cities designated, and will 
deduct from the bill the cost of freight to 
the nearest distributing point. 

Nursery stock ripens earlier and conse- 
quently is ready for digging sooner at 
Huntsvilie than in nurseries further North. 


To Northern nurserymen, who wish 
to lay in a stock of trees for Spring 
trade, we will ship late in Fall and take 
note, to be given upon receipt of the trees, 
payable May 15th. Such shipments will 
begin November 1st and will extend to 
December 10th.

Terms and Conditions Coverning Quotations in the Price 


List of the Huntsvilie 


Rates.—As we send this list to the trade only, 
we make the difference in prices between the 10, 
100 and 1000 rates very slight—simply sufficient, 
as a rule, to cover the difference in the expense 
of handling in the smaller numbers. We uni- 
formly tie in bunches of 10, when consistent 
with the order, and we suggest to our customers 
to make their orders for varieties in multiples 
of 10 as far as practicable. Orders for 50 and 
not over 300 trees, if for not less than i0 of a 
variety, will be charged at the rate per hundred. 
Orders requiring 300 trees or more, and not less 
than 10 of a variety. will be filled at the lowest 
quoted prices. Orders for less than 10 trees of 
one variety, will be charged at the rate per ten. 

SEAson.—Our packing and shipping season 
begins by the 20th of September, and continues 
until about the first of March. 

We have great advantages to offer here in 
early shipments for the North in Spring. We 
do not accept orders for trees we do not grow. as 
we never buy trees to sell again. You can de- 
pend upon us for fresh dug trees. Each order 
is taken up separately, and not until it is 
wanted for shipment. 


SHIPPING DrrEcTIONS._We respectfully beg 
our patrons to furnish us with explicit direc- 
tions as to shipping, and the mode of conveyance 
by which they desire trees forwarded. Whenno 
particular directions are given, we forward 
according to the best of our judgment. Butin 
no case do we assume any responsibility as to 
safe delivery and condition of Trees and Plants 
after a proper shipment by us. 

RELEASE.— When prepayment of freight is not 
required, we will Release and Guarantee, and 
take forwarder’s receipt and mail to consignee. 
Itis left to the option of the shipper of trees 
over some railroads, whether he will release 
them or not under the clause ‘‘Value less than 
$5.00 per 100 lbs.’’ If released under this clause, 
the freight is less on roads governed by this 
classification,and we will assume it to be proper 
to make this release, without reference to the 
value of the trees, unless instructed to the con- 
trary. This clause does not apply upon roads 
under some of the district classifications, and 
because of this confusion we will not be held 
responsible for any oversight to release, unless 
instructed by our customers. Claims for delay 
or loss must be made to the forwarders. 


PACKAGES.—The cost of package must be 
added to the prices quoted in tiis list.as follows: 

Boxes 30 inches square, from 7% to 9 feet long, 
as the trees may require, each $2.50; boxes 24 
inches, $2.00; boxes 18 inches, $1.50; bales from 
25c. to 75c. each. 

PACcKING.—Goods will be packed in moss, and 
especial care taken to insure their arrival in the 
best condition. 


ASSORTMENTS.— We do not require customers 
to take an assortment they do not wish, but will 
sell one variety alone if desired. If any substi- 
tution can be allowed, either in grade or variety, 
it should be so stated when making the order. 
As a rule we do not substitute without per- 
mission. 

CAUTION.—We accept all orders twpon the con- 
dition that they shall be void, should any injury 
befall the trees from frost, hail, storm, fire, or 
other causes over which we have no control. 


TeRMSs.—Cash. When desired, we will allow 30 
to 60 days from date of shipment, to responsible,

prompi-paying customers. Parties with whom 
we have had no business transactions, will save 
time by sending reference, Bank, if possible, 
with order. We wish it expressly understood 
that payment is expected from the first collec- 
tions made, and the time named is only intended 
as so many days of grace in which to make 
returns. To northern customers, who wish to 
lay in stock for Spring trade, we will ship late 
in Fall or early in Spring, and allow time for 
payment till May 15th. Ifshipment is requtred 
in the Fall for Spring use, a note is to be given 
upon receipt of the trees. We do not allow any 
discount for cash, but we make our prices low to 
command cash, or prompt returns. In orders 
when the time is not mentioned, 30 days is to be 
understood. Interest at the rate of 8 per cent. 
per annum must be paid on ov>r due accounts. 
Should prices be changed, either higher or 
lower, during the season, the prices ruling at 
the time the order is made, are expected to 
stand. 

ForMS OF PAYMENT.—AI]I bills are payable at 
the oitice of the seller, and remittances should 
be made by drafts on New York, Chicago or St. 
Louis, or by money orders on some Express 
Company, or by postal orders. We will, how- 
ever, accept checks from those of our customers 
who may be located at places having no bank- 
ing, express or postal facilities, provided they 
make them in every case payable ‘‘with ex- 
change’’, or add 4% of one cent. to the amount of 
the bill for the cost of collection. 

GRADES.—We grade very carefully, in some 
cases by caliper, in others by height. When 
graded by both caliper and height, the caliper 
must govern, as the height then named is only 
to be considered approximately. When graded 
by height or caliper, we include the lower num- 
ber and exclude the higher. Instance: in a 
grade of 4 to 5 feet trees, the 4 feet trees are in- 
cluded, but not the 5 feet trees. If 5 feet trees 
are wanted, the to 6 feet grade must be ordered. 

GUARANTEE OF GENUINENESS.—While we ex- 
ercise the greatest diligence and care to have all 
our Trees, etc., true to label, and hold ourselves 
in readiness, on proper proof, to replace all trees, 
etc.. that may prove untrue to label, free of 
charge, or refund the amount paid, itis mutu- 
ally understood and agreed to, between the pur- 
chaser and ourselves, that our guarantee of gen- 
uineness shall in no case make us liable for any 
sum greater than that originally received for 
said trees, etc., that shall prove untrue. 

ACCEPTANCE.—Notice should be sent us by tel- 
egraph, at our expense, if there is any cause of 
complaint,or should the trees be refused, stating 
reasons. Claims for deduction, from whatever 
cause,will receive consideration only when made 
promptly upon the receipt of the trees. If trees 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they 
ean usually be restored by being thoroughly 
watered and buried entirely under the ground 
for two or three days. Should there be any frost 
in the trees upon arrival, they should not be 
removed from the box until the frost is all out. 
The box should be placed in the cellar or pro- 
tected in some other way. The presence of 
frost in the boxes is not to be considered an 
evidence of bad condition, as we pack to 
secure the trees against damage, if the frost 
is allowed to come out in the natural way. 
Goods will be considered accepted if removed 
from the boxes in which they are packed, with- 
out nctice of complaint to us, and without our 
orders for their disposition.
